The 170-acre plat, which 
will contain 101 individual 
two-acre lots is located east 
of FM 2551. and has been 
investigated and approved 
by the city of Parker and the 
North 
T exas 
Municipal 
Water District to develop a 
sm all sew age trea tm e n t 
plant on one corner of the 
development. It will service 
only the 101 planned homes. 
The 
co ntroversy 
has 
arisen 
from

homeowners known as the 
M a x w e l l 
B r a n c h 
H om eow ners 
Asse. 
who 
object to the plant. 
A ccording to one la n ­ 
downer, the sewage, after 


treatment, will flow down 
Maxwell Creek which they 
say 
cuts 
through 
their 
p roperty. They fear the 
possibility 
of 
odor, 
especially during what they 
call the flooding season. The 
small creek is for the most 
part dry and becomes a real 
creek on the other side of 
Parker Rd 
In Parker, most of the 
homes are equipped with 
individual septic tanks, and 
as a m atter of fact, the same

Sixty accidents on FM 544 
from Custer Road to Preston 
Road were analysed during 
the first IO months of 1973, 
Ratliff said.

and that the area will be 
landscaped. 
Some landowners scoff at 
this and believe that the 
plant 
will 
be 
completely 
above 
ground 
and 
surrounded by a high fence, 
in which case some of the 
houses will be faced with 
that view from their front 
entrances, they claim. 
We 
talked 
to 
a 
representative of the North 
Texas 
Municipal 
W ater 
D istrict 
in 
Wylie 
who 
assured us that the planned 
plant, if approved by the 
Texas Quality control board, 
would be safe, sanitary and 
odorless. 
When questioned about 
why some plants do seem to 
have an odor he explained 
that in that case either the 
plant is malfunctioning or 
overloaded.

said 
that 
with proper m ain ten an ce 
there should be no such 
problem in Parker. 
He further stated that in 
the future, over a long range 
period, that Plano will be the 
site ot a central or regional 
trea tm e n t 
plant 
where 
sewage will be lifted from 
surrounding areas such as 
Parker.

outlying communities. 
If the sewage plant in 
Parker is approved it will be 
maintained by the city, but 
sludge will be hauled off at 


intervals of approximately 
eight 
days. 
The 
W ater 
District will supervise all 
operations 
The main contention of the 
homeowners seems to be 
that so far this is the only 
sub-division in Parker which 
will he required to provide 
such a sew age disposal 
plant, and that on the east 
side of P arker (where septic 
tank problems are said to 
exist) and where other sub­ 
divisions have been com 
pleted that all have been 
s u p p lie d with individual 
septic 
tanks. 
T heir 
reasoning is that the new 
ordinance concerning this 
particular acreage is not 
consistent with previous sub­ 
divisions or those presently 
being planned. 
The developm ent com ­ 
pany spokesman declared 
the company preferred not 
to be named and that they 
had tried very hard to 
remain neutral in a situation 
which seems to exist bet­ 
ween some Parker citizens 
and their city government, 
but that they would abide by 
the decision of the city and 
the Texas 
Water Quality 
Board. 


lf the approval is made for 
the plant to be installed, they 
will com ply. 
If the a p ­ 
plication is turned down, 
then the homes to be built in 
the subdivision will each

^ Training for a gentler America

At about the same time that the tradition-enmeshed 
Sporting News welcomed "Spring Training, 1974: A Return 
to Normalcy,” the more iconoclastic Sports Illustrated an­ 
nounced “the end of an age of wonderful innocence." 
The end of illusion came, writes Frank Deford in a beau­ 
tiful if tearless piece in a recent S I., “when America turned 
to hockey and basketball instead of repledging allegiance to 
the fantasies of the Grapefruit League." 
Deford tells us that the true first sign of spring in the early 
decades of this century was a large picture in every news­ 
paper of an equipment m anager packing a steam er trunk 
full of balls and bats for shipment South. 


No more, he says. But he does not tel1 us what is the first 
sign of spring now. And it is not the robin. 
I hat went out 
with the bustle," he says. 
Perhaps it is the playoffs ol hockey and basketball. But 
each is played indoors, where the only semblance of spring 
is sun filtering into the arena on a Sunday afternoon. 
The Sporting News, that venerable keeper of good days, 
views a different world, an older world, a world, in fact, 
which mav be truer than it, or Deford, realizes. 


There are strong indications that America would enjoy a 
return to harmless illusion. The repugnant realities of the 
Vietnam War and the W atergate scandals remind us that 
dream s of glory through violence and greed and power- 
grubbing are unrewarding. 
In some literal and figurative ways, the country is begin­ 
ning to slow down — one can almost hear the treadmill 
begin to creak more slowly. We have turned, with the end of 
a foreign war, to a closer scrutiny of domestic affairs. 
And we have literally, if abruptly, eased our daily pace. 
The energy crisis has seen to that. Some pundits view this as 
a good thing - a time to take stock of ourselves, perhaps the 
beginning of the mellowing of America. 
,, 
The Sporting News headline, "Return to Normalcy 
un­ 
wittingly reflects this change. The old baseball newspaper 
was talking about this spring being the first in three years in 
which there were neither strikes nor many holdouts (the 
new arbitration system taking care of the latter). 
Not onlv that, but “normalcy,” a word first ungram ­ 
matically used by President W arren Harding in the ‘20s and 
now humorously accepted, connotes a day when buses and 
trains and not planes were the main modes uf travel, and 
night gam es were only a weird Buck Rogers-style dream. 
Well, with less fuel, there has been a curtailing of night 
gam es in spring training and teams will be using more 
buses than charter planes to get to exhibition games. 
Deford now, is so consciously in tune with the times that 
he laments the fleeing to spring training of many of the na­ 
tion’s sportswriters. 
The tendency to write soft and sweet pieces about spring 
training — and about baseball, this pastoral, slow game of 
the past - to the exclusion of the hockey and basketball 
playoffs disturbs him. “It is something like Jam es Reston 
and Tom Wicker (New York Times editorial columnists) 
abandoning the portentous events of Washington for a 
month or so everv spring to go west and report on the 
chances of catching Big Foot, the abominable snowman of 
the Sierras," writes Deford. 
Not so. Sports, in the purest sense, offers some escape 
from the real world. And for all the necessary reporting 
about the human entanglements and dram a inherent in 
sports as a microcosm of life — race, labor, failure, .success 
— the beauty of illusion must also be kept, fo r that, too, is 
part of real itv. 
Are the hopes annually nurtured in spring training any 
less real than the results of yesterdays playoff games, or 
local bowling tourneys? 
Deford asks, “Younger people and middle-aged are con­ 
spicuously underrepresented (at spring training practices), 
and the only kids present are those in the company of grand­ 
fathers. What does it say of a nation when only the elderly 
declare themselves for innocence'.’ 
It mav say as Jam es Reston does when he so often quotes 
Walter Lippman, that we ought to pay more attention to the 
wisdom of the ages.

Finally Deford says, “If y o u still believe in the Grapefruit 
League (even though it has been crassly modernized) there 
will always be a spring to count on. 
Well at least one youngish sportswriter unabashedly 
counts on it. But he also still places under his pillow at night 
a tooth when one falls out of his head.
